His assistant is Don Sowers, 
also a senior and engineering mayor as 
well as team leader of the project. Three 
other engineenng students were gath- 
ered around them at a large wooden 
work table, discussing the formula com 
petition for which the car 1s being built 
and finishing off a pizza that was deliv 
ered earlier 

The five members of this engineer 
ing team are part of the campus club 
Society of Automotive Engineers. Al 
though SAE is connected to the univer 
sity, these engineering students are on 
their own with this project, working 
out of Blackbum's garage and receiv 
ing many needed supplies through do 
nations from fnends and local busi 
NESses 

The Hornet Foundation and Asso- 
ciated Students Inc, have each contnb 
uted $750 to the project, which 
Blackburn said is “great, but not 
enough.” 

The budget for the car is $8,000 
which Sowers said 1s usually not enough 
to build the car. He said it is cheaper to 
build 1000 cars at $8,000 a piece be- 
cause stores give price breaks if parts

Although similar SAE projects, in 
cluding mum baja and super mileage 
cars have been builtat CSUS, this is the 
first formula race car to be constructed 
Sowers brought the idea from Cai Poly 
San Luis Obispo, where he worked on 
their formula car for two years, “We 
didn't have a car here, and | wanted to 
Start one, so | got a bunch of guys 
together to help me,” Sowers said 

Sowers and Blackburn went to last 
year’s competion in Detroit to famil 
ianze Blackburn with the program and 
w get an idea of what other schools 
were doing. “Right after that, we basi 


cally started areal senous design,” says 
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Sowers. Like previous compeuuons, 
this year’s was held in the third week of 
May 

Several factors are involved in a 
competion of this sor. A Cost reportis 
presented to judges, who determine 
how well the team stayed within their 
budget. Then come the events, begin- 
ning with the technical inspecuon to 
ensure safety before any racing takes 
place. During the races, points are taken 
off if the carts too loud or if the dnver 
is unable to lock up all four wheels ina 
breaking test. A skad pad event, which 
involves mancuvenng through cones 
set up in a figure eight, tests how well 
the car handles comers 

The team’s ability to work together 
during a race is tested as well. A 15 
mile endurance race requires two dnv- 
ers, each driving 7 1/2 miles, After the 
first 7 1/2 miles, the team, usually 
consisung of five members, has five 
munutes to switch drivers and refuel the 
car. Dan Mernck and Dan Jackson will 
join Blackbur, Owen, and Sowers to 
form the five member team at next 
year’s compeution 

The fuel used in these cars is nor- 
mally M85, containing 85 percent al 
cohol and 15 percent gas, but Jackson 
says the team will probably use regular 
gas this first year 

Fuel economy 1s yet another area of 
competiuon, Jackson says that if « 
leam spends some engineering umn 
fuel efficiency, they will be reward 
with pons 

“That's where everyone's going 
They're trying to get more efficient,’ 
Jackson said. He said this is the 
compeuuon's way of “getting us used 
to that efficiency now,” so that they 
will develop a mind set of conserving 
nonrenewable resources 

In order to give the team enough 
time to prepare for May's compeuuion 
Sowers has designated February as the 
deadline ror compleung the car. He 
says leaving that much ume for tesung 
will allow them to dnve the car and 
determine what needs improvement 
Not only will they be able to make 
those improvements, they will also be 
experienced at driving the car under 
conditions similar to those at the up 
coming compention 
does not want to repeat the situauion he 
encountered at Cal Poly, where “we 
were learning to drive it in the race.’ 

Sowers said that being familiar with 
the car will give the team a speed 
advantage in the compeuuon. He est 
mated that the car will have the capabil 
ity of reaching speeds between 60 and 
70 mph, “partly because the course 1s 
so ughtand you have to make quite a bit 
of ums.”” He satd that the car's engine 
a Kawasaki 2X6 with 600 cc running 
through a 20 mm restnctor, would al 
low the car to go much taster if there 
were more straight-away s on the course
